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Amundsen’s Projected Flight to the Pole

ONTRARY to the plan evolved by Walter Wellman, journalist- 
¢ explorer, whose flying base, whence to reach the north pole, 


was Dane’s Island, Spitzbergen. Roald Amundsen, the sturdy 
Norwegian polarist, proposes to start from the American con- 

tinent and fly across the north pole to Spitzbergen. It is a task 
worthy of the man who achieved the conquest of the northwest pass- 
age in the diminutive Gjoa, gaining, after a three-years’ tussle with 
the ice in the Arctic archipelago, the waters of the Pacific, his little 
ship the first to pass from the Atlantic to the Pacifie ocean north of 
the équator. Unlike many other polar adventurers, Amundsen does 
not seek the limelight. He plans his goal and then silently and per- 
sistently moves forward. Thus, he reached the south pole a month 
ahead of the unfortunate Scott, having achieved success with com- 
parative ease and comfort, returning to Europe before the news of 
Seott,’s tragic fate reached the civilized world. It is of record that 
Amundsen’s rapid advance over the barrier of ice is unparalleled 
in the history of antaretic travel, the leader and his three com- 
panions pushing swiftly ahead, while Scott, ona converging course, 
toiled painfully in the rear. Not satisfied with his ‘two great 
triumphs undsen now proposes to attain the north pole, believed 
to have been reached by Perry and his colored companion, after a 
six-hundred-mile jaunt from Cape Columbia. To set at rest all 
doubts is the hardy Norwegian’s self-essayed task and to aceomplish 
his object he must fly due north, across the top of the world, cover- 
ing a distance of 2,200 miles. With one companion, Omdahl, Amund- 
sen will traverse the polar ice fields, with clouds, fog, rain and snow- 
storms an inevitable accompaniment at this season of the year. 
There is no possible landing-place at any stage of the flight, since 
the air path overlooks chaotic fields of ice throughout. ‘The a

ARMY MEN TO AID SCOUTS 


General Pershing has accepted the 
Invitation of the Boy Scouts of Amer- 
jen asking for the army's co-operation, 
and has stated formally: “After care- 
fully reviewing the activities of the 
Boy Scouts of America, their program, 
objectives, leadership and actual ac- 
complishments, I do not hesitate to 
say that I should be very glad to see 
members of the army everywhere take 
such active part in scouting as offi- 
celal duties and local conditions per- 
mit. 

“Having kept in close touch with 
the work of the boy scouts, 1 thorough- 
ly approve of {t as a soldier for the 
good it does to those who may be 
ealled upon to serve as our future de- 
fenders, and finally, as an American 
citizen, IT approve of it for the train- 
Ing it gives In prenaring the boy to be 
a worthy citizen of his country.” 

The army men who become scout- 
masters will act in the same capacity 
as civil scoutmasters, No military 
tactics will be taught, and there will 
be no attempt made by the soldiers to 
milftarize the movement. 

The above-mentioned Invitation to 
General Pershing proceeded from the 
following resolution, unanimously 
passed at the March meeting of the 
national council: 

“Whereas, The Boy Scouts of Amer- 
fen Is nonmilitary in spirit and in 
program; and 

“Whereas, For this reason officers 
and former officers of the military es- 
tablishment have in spite of their 
genuine desire to do 80, expressed a 
hesitancy to serve as scout leaders for 
fear that such connection might cre- 
ate a public misapprehension. Be It 

“Resolved, That we reaffirm at this 
time our policy that the scout pro- 
gram Is and shall continue nonmili- 
tary, although encouraging at all times 
the virtues of courage, loyalty, obedi- 
ence and endurance; qualities that 
are no less desirable in civic than In 
nmilltary life; and it fs further 

“Resolved, That we express sincere 
appreclation for the splendid co-opera- 
tlon which has been given us by offi- 
cers of the army and navy and by 
members and posts of the American 
Legion and others {in military and 
naval service and express hope that 
we shall continue to enjoy thelr co-op- 
eration In the futtire to an even great- 
er degree,”

The rival of Panama when both re- 
gions were dependent on railroads as 
connecting links between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific, Mexico’s Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec is not so important now 
that the canal is in operation. But its 
well-constructed, standard-guage rail- 
road is still carrying on its concen- 
trated transcontinental way some of 
the goods of the world when quickness 
of shipment is the chief consideration 
and a steamer trip of a thousand or #0 
miles is worth eliminating. 

Cortez, conqueror of Mexico, was the 
first man to have the idea that the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec might solve 
the problem of a passage between the 
oceans. Even in the midst of his busy 
life as warrior and governor he at- 
tempted to find a way across, and ex- 
plored the Coatzacoalcos river to its 
headwaters. He did not find a water 
passage across the divide, of course, 
but he realized that some day com- 


merce would pass through this relative- | 


ly low, narrow region, and he asked 
the king of Spain for a grant of lands 
jn the isthmus. The request was 
granted, and a few years ago his de 
acendants still held the lands. 

Baron Alexander von Humboldt, who 
traveled in Mexico in the beginning 
of the last century, saw at once the im- 
portance of the Isthmus of Tehuante- 
pec and called it “the bridge of the 
world’s commerce.” 

Half a century ago the first attempts 
were made to dig a canal, and many 
railroad schemes were proposed from 
time to time, including a “ship rail- 
way” for the transportation of vessels. 
The first work on a railroad was under- 
taken by the Mexican government in 
1882, but It was not until 1907 that the 
Tehuantepec railroad was formally 
opened, after a succession of failures 
and after years of unremitting labor. 

The road as it now exists is a well 
constructed line about 120 miles long. 
It 1s in fair condition even after years 
of revolution and instability in Mexico. 
Salina Oruz, the Pacific terminal, was 
given excellent modern port facilities 
by the Diaz regime, and became in 
fact probably the best port on the Mex- 
ican west coast. The latest loading 
and unloading machinery was installed. 
Puerto Mexico, at the Atlantic end of 
the railroad, had in the mouth of the 
Coatzacoalcos river an excellent nat- 
ural harbor. 

Great Oll Field There. 

Along the Coatzacoalcos river {js a 
Mexican oil field rivaling that of Tam- 
pico. Derricks pierce the sky on ev- 
ery hand and the bustle about wells, 
and loading tankers gives an unex- 
pected Yankee touch to his once 
sleepy tropical region. 

Before the days of the pioneer and 
forest roads, the QCoatzacoalcos river 
(the river of the Winding Bnake), 
emptying into the Gulf of Mexico, was 
the favored highway, and dug-outs 
poled by dusky natives carried freight 
and a few passengers up and down 
the river and its tributaries. Here and 
there a narrow mule path trailing 
away from the banks of the river 
marked the entrance to some lonely 
plantation or village. Today, however, 
the new stands side by side with the 
old. Fine steel boats run on the river, 
but the native still poles up and down 
tn his dug-out canoe. Good roads and 
mule paths have been made from one 
plantation to another, but the old-time 
ox carts have not yet been discarded. 

The town of Coatzacoalcos, at the 
mouth of the great river, has under- 
gone the greatest change. Once a ver- 
{table fever hole, {t is now rapidly be- 
ing modernized and brought into some 
semblance of sanitation, Long wharves 
jut out from the water front, and 
fireproof warehouses and electric 
cranes give to the town a business-like 
appearance. 

From Coatzacoalcos the road gradu- 
ally begins to climb the Cordillera, 
which divides the gulf slope from that 
of the Pacific. Much of the route lies 
through wild and beautiful country, 
with tall manaca palms (Attalea co- 
hune) and forest trees topping a thick- 
ly-matted jungle, and here and there 
a quaint little Indian village on the 
banks of a shaded, shallow river. The 
picturesque Malatengo canyon, with its 
rocky chasms, is followed by the Chl- 
vela pass, entered at a height of 785 
feet above sea level, the highest point 
on the isthmus.

Leaving the pass, the train crawls

Here the little Indian village of 
years ago has given place to a new 
town, built on higher ground and 
dotted here and there with comfortable 
bungalows, the homes of English res- 
idents. 

Fierce “northers” rage on the isth- 
mus the greater part of the year, and 
the long swell of the Pacific causes a 
heavy surf. As no natural shelter ex- 
ists, it was found necessary to bulld 
one—an outer refuge harbor, and an 
inner harbor with dry-dock and 
wharves. 

The country through which the rail- 
way runs is in many respects of great 
interest. The tropical nature, the many 
different tribes of Indians living along 
the rivers and in the hills, their pe- 
cullar customs and picturesque garb 
furnish an interesting study. 

The different Indians today inhabit- 
























| powerful tribes, still show enough dis- 
tinctive characteristics to enable one 
to judge of their ancestors. 
Agualulcos, Aztecs, Huaves, Mijes, 
Zapotecos and Zoques are among these. 

The Agualulcos and Aztecs dwell in 
the northern part of the isthmus. 
Though outwardly conforming to the 
Catholic religion, they still retain many 
of their old customs and superstitions, 

Among these indians the memory of 
Dona Marina, or Malinche, as the In- 
dians called her, is still revered. Al- 
though acting as Interpreter and guide 
to Cortez, she seems to have been 
greatly beloved by the Indians. 

The Mijes live in the mountains to 
the west, in the town of San Juan 
Guichicovi. They are exceedingly ig- 
norant, bold, and rather repulsive in 
appearance. History classes them as 
having been at one time the most bru- 
tal and {idolatrous of all the isthmus 
tribes. — 

The Mijee Covet Mules. 

The greatest ambition of a Mije 1s to 
possess more mules than his neighbor. 
Just why is hard to understand, as 
they prefer to carry their burdens on 
their own backs. 

They get good crops of maize, beans, 
and rice from their milpas, which are

The Zapotecos. who inhabit the 
greater part of the southern division 
of the iethmus, are hard working, gen- 
tle, and intelligent, and at one time 
were a highly cultured nation. 

The various Indian languages are 
now little else than ill-spoken dialects

MILITARY SPIRIT GRIPS HIM 


“Daddy” Schick, Commander of IIlt 
nois Department of Legion, Has 
Long Been in Service. 

Charles W. (“Daddy”) Schick, com- 
mander of the Illinois department of 
the American Legion, was a member 
of a military organization that has 
been in existence since 1877, known 
then as the “Governor’s Guards.” 


This organization, in earlier days 
one of the smartest military organiza- 
tions, was the nucleus of the Illinois 
National Guard, and its history dates 
back to the crack zouaves of the 
Civil war, 

Their proficiency in arms, which 
made them the envy of every other 
organization, was founded on tactics 
and training given by the gallant Ma- 
jor Ellsworth, the first northern officer 
to fall in the war, whe was a protege 
of Abraham Lincoln. 

Only five of the original company 
from which the “Governor’s Guard” 
was formed are alive, and “Daddy” 
Schick, who was a member of the drum 
corps, Is one of them. 

The organization participated in 
many military contests, which were 
frequent in earlier days, and was once 
in competition with the famous Meyer's 
Cadets of Toledv. The Toledo organ- 
ization went through the manual of 
arms blindfolded, but the IJlinvis or- 
ganization stepped out on the drill 
field and without a single command 
executed the entire manunl. 


Commander Schick’s World war 
service was unusual. At the very be

ginning of the war he left a position 
with a prominent life insurance com- 
pany to become enrolling @éticer of the 
United States navy. 

Stationed with the naval reserve 
force of Illinois, he enrolled approxi- 
mately 10,000 men. He later received 
an assignment to sea, and served in 
foreign waters. He left the service 
with the rank of lieutenant. 

He became a charter member of the 
naval post of the American Legion of 
Chicago, composed entirely of men 
who served in the navy, and in 1921 





was named commander of the post. 
Under his guidance the post attained 
a membership of five hundred. 

“Daddy,” as he is familiarly known 
to every Illinois Legionnaire, has one 
failing. His early training is respon- 
sible, perhaps, when he served with 
the “Governor’s Guards.” If there is 
a drum in sight he is certain to get use 
of it. At New Orleans he usurped the 
place of a member of an Illinois drum 
corps in the parade, and forsook his 
place of honor at the head of the Illi- 
pois delegation just to get to beat that 
drum.

Cop-less traffic jams—traffic 
tangles where there are no traffic 
olficers on hand—are causing a 
lost of worry to auto owners 
throughout the country, as well 
as to pedestrians and others, and 











|a few well-aimed words of ad- 


vice have just been issued from 


the Auto Club of Southern Cali-| 


fornia, in its general plan to make 
the suburban roads and _ city 
streets safer for humanity. 

It is the reckless and heedless 
auto driver who ‘‘busts’’ into a 
street or road intersection with 
little thought of hiuw badiy he 
may tangle up motor travel in 
that vicinity, say club officials. 

When you approach a_ busy 
crossing, the best thing to do is 
to stop, look, and listen. It is 
really just as important as it is 
to stop, look, and listen at rail- 
way grade crossings. Size up 
the condition of traffie at the 
road or street intersection—be 
sure you are right, and then go 
ahead, urges the Auto Club. 

Tf you are going to turn to 
the right, then edge over near 
to the curb on. your right hand. 
If you are going to turn to the 
left, then edge over toward the 
left of your side of the street, 
and if you are going straight 
ahead over the intersection, then 
steer a middle course. 

A lot of bad traffic tangles 
are caused by motorists trying 
to make their turns from the 
wrong position, Just keep in 
mind when you approach a busy 
intersection that you should come 
up to it in the right position, 
and then you will not eross in 
front of other people who are 
also trying to reach their destina- 
tion, Don’t blow your horn off 
trying to hurry the other fellow 
ahead of you, Don’t go into the 
tangle so fast that you 
back up a little bit and make 
room for somebody else to get 
by, in case it would help unravel 
the snarl.

Saved from the penitentiary by 


his past good character, L. E. Eck- 
man, participant in the “wild party” 
that ended as his car hurtled the 
curb and rolled over on the Catho- 
\lie Church steps at San Bernardino

Opal Green, 17-year-old Riverside 
girl, was yesterday sent to the 


eounty prison camp for one year 


by Superior Judge Benjamin F. 
Warmer. 

As Eckman left the courtroom, 
his wife—the mate left aléne at 


home as Eckman caroused—rushed 
into his arms. It was with diffi- 
culty that officers broke her em- 
brace as she sobbed her protests 
against his going back to jail. 

Plea For Probation is Denied 

Judge Warmer denied Eckman’s 
plea for parole, based entirely on 
his past reputation and confession 
“of one mistake,” although the mag- 
istrate defended the probation law 
in a statement from the bench. 
Calleq for an expression, Probation 
Officer M. A. Bagley was noncom- 
mittal, asserting that “the court is 
more capable than I’ to make a de- 
cision and added that the question 
of probation is a debatable one in 
the mind of the general public. 

“The probation law is not a de- 
batable question in the mind of 
i court,” Judge Warmer said, “I 





will say that right now.” 

Explaining that the law permitted 
the court to select one of two alter- 
natives—penitentiary or county jail 
punishment—Judge Warmer _ told 
Eckman “this court is going to give 
you an opportunity to save your 
name from the brand of a felon.” 
He then pronounced the sentence of 
one year in the county jail. 

“This court wants to be frank 
with you, Mr. Eckman,” continued 
Judge Warmer, “and if it were not 
for your good reputation and wife, 
he would send you to the peniten- 
tiary in a hurry.” 

Judge Put Issue To Auto Dealer 

It was evident that Judge Warm- 
er was not disposed to be lenient 
with Eckman who, according to his 
own admission endangered the lives 
of both motorists ;and pedestrians 
by driving. 60 miles an hour while 
intoxicated, when he examined C. E. 


Elson, an automobile dealer and 
called as a character witness for 
Eckman, 


“Do you believe that, regardless 
of the way in which a man operates 
a motor vehicle, he should be pa- 
roled because it is his first of- 
fense?” asked Judge Warmer. 

“Well, that depends on the man’s 
past reputation,” replied Mr. Elson. 

“What I .want is your opinion,” 
the magistrate added, “the opinion 
of a man in your business—should 
a man who drives an automobile 60 
miles an hour, particularly when he 
is intoxicated and regardless of his 
reputation, be paroled?” 

Mr. Elson paused a moment and 
admitted “that’s a difficult ques- 
tion,”

TO FILE RETURNS 


Warning to domestic corporations 
that July 31 is the final date for the 
filing of returns was issued yester- 
day by Deputy Internal Revenue Col-. 
lector R. A. Ramage of the San Ber- 
nardino-Riverside County district. 

A statement issued by Collector 





Rex. B. Goodcell follows: 

“Bvery domestic corporation and 
every association functioning as 
such, must file this return before 
July 31. Heavy penalties are poss- 
ible for infraction, for officers, per- 
sonally, as well as the corporation. 

“A corporation paying this tax, 
equivalent to $1 on the fair value 


of capital stock exceeding $5,000, is 


not, on that account, exempt from 
paying occupational or income taxes. 

“A corporation which does busi- 
ness without having paid the levy 


is liable to a penalty of $1,000, and 
for willfully refusing to file for the 
purpose of evading the tax, there ‘is 


1a penalty of $10,000 or @ year’s im- 


prisonment, or both. Further pen- 
alties of 25 per cent and 5 per cent 
for failing to file on time or pay 
on time; respectively, are provided.

“Old Bones’ to Pass & 

“Red "$249465 Mark 
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ZX TERPLINATOR,: LI2S 


XTERMINATOR vs. Man o’ War! 
The year 1923 {s a banner year on 
the American turf, with good horses, 
big purses, great crowds and much 
enthusiasm. 

There is one particular race, how- 
ever, unfinished at this writing, in 
which the American racing public 
is seemingly interested beyond all 
others—the race of Exterminator 
against the record of Man o’ War 
as the champion money-winner of 
American turf history. 

Man o’ War Is believed by many to be the best 
horse of American history. Certain it is that he 
retired to the stud at the close of his second year 
on the turf (1920), with but one defeat against 
him, the holder ef several speed records and the 
winner of $249,465. He now holdg court at Far- 
away tarm in Kentucky. 

This is Exterminator’s seventh season on the 
turf. When the year began he was only a few 
thousand behind Man o’ War. In his first three 
starts this year he finished third In the Hartford 
handicap; first in the Philadelphia handicap; and 
second in the Old Dominion handicap. That put 
him but $1,409 behind Man o’ War, 

So, as early as May the struggle for money 
honors between “Red"—Man o’ War's stable name 
—and “Old Bones,” as Exterminator’s attendants 
and many racing devotees call him. The public 
figured it out that “Old Bones” was sure to win 
—if he stayed sound. It refused to believe that 
the handicapper could put weight enough on the 
veteran campaigner to keep him from victory 
sooner or later. 

After the Old Dominion handicap “Old Bones” 
was reported to have “gone amiss.” Word now 
comes from Tidewater, Virginia, that he is enjoy- 
ing a summer's rest there and will come back to 
the races in the fall In fine fettle. 

“When “Old Bones” becomes American cham- 
pion—if he does—then he'll go out after the rec 
‘ord of Isinglass, world champion, winner of $291,- 
275 on the English turf. Isinglass piled up his 
large total, which has stood as the world’s record 
since 1894, by running only 12 races. Wieven of 
these he won. In the other he was second. The 
Two Thousand Guineas, the Derby, St. Leger, 
Eclipse and Jockey club stakes accounted for $178,- 
260 of his total earnings. Ravensbury was the 
best horse he had to beat in any of the classic 
races, in all of which that horse ran second. In 
the Eclipse stakes ($46,425) Isinglass carried 142 
‘pounds and defeated Ladas (180), the Derby win- 
ner of that year, at one mile and a quarter. 

“Come on, you Exterminator!” “Come on, ‘Old 
Bones’!” These cries have been shouted by thou- 
sands every time the popular old gelding has run 
this year. Unmistakably the racing public is root- 
ing for “Old Bones” to beat “Red.” Seldom has 
the American turf seen scenes of greater enthusi- 
asm than when he has appeared thia year. 

Why should the public be so set on Exterminat- 
or's success in passing Man o’ War’s record? The 
answer probably is seen in a compartson of the 
records of the two horses. 

Man o’ War is by Fair Play—Mahuba, by Rock 
Sand. He was bred by Maj. August Belmont. He 
{s owned by Samuel D. Riddie of Philadelphia, 
who races In the name of Glen Riddle Farm. He 
started in 21 races In his two years on the turf 
and was beaten only once. His one defeat was in 
the Sanford Memorial of 1919 at Saratoga, in which 
he was beaten a neck by Upset in 1:11 1-5, 
His Jockey, J. Loftus, got him practically left at 
the post. At thelr next meeting he beat Upset 
like breaking sticks. Incidentally J. Loftus could 
get no license to ride last year or this. “Red” 
holds several speed records, including these: With- 
ers, 1 mile, 118 pounds, 1:35 4-5, the fastest Amer- 
ican mile In actual racing; Belmont, 1 3-8 miles, 
126 pounds, 2:141-5, a world record; Dwyer, 11-8 
miles, 126 pounds, 1:49 1-5, a world record. 

Man o’ War won his $249,465 In two seasons. 
As a two-year-old he won $83,325. The Futurity 
alone brought him $26,650. The Preakness, With- 
ers, Belmont and the Dwyer made his three-year-

And then came the “match 
race” between Man o’ War and Sir Barton tn Can- 
ada for a purse of $50,000—a purely commercial 
proposition and a foregone conclusion. So Man o’ 
War, a turf aristocrat, had easy pickings against 
horses of his own age. 

Exterminator, by McGee—Fair Empress, by Jim 
Gore, is now elght yesz: old. He was bred by 
Frederick D. Knight and is owned by Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer of Binghamton, N. Y. He has 
started 92 times, finishing first 47 times, second 
17 times, third 15 times and unplaced 18 times. 
He holds one speed record: 2 miles, 128 pounds, 
2:81 4-5, Belmont Park, 1920. His winnings have 
been hard-earned. His Kentucky Derby of 1918 
brought him only $14,700. His four successive vic- 
tories in the Saratoga Cup at 1% miles, 1919-22, 
brought him only about $20,000. 

Moreover, “Old Bones” has won his quarter of 
a million largely in races open to the world. He 
has won at all distances and against horses of all 
ages. Most of his losing races were tn handicaps 
where he was asked to concede lumps of weight to 
the winners. In these races he was often the best 
horse, but could not overcome the handicap. 
Mighty few horses have ever beaten him at weight 
for age or at even weight. 

For instance, when the three-year-old Chickvale 
beat him by a nose this year in the Old Dominion 
handicap at a mile and 70 yards at Havre de 
Grace, the winner carried 101 pounds and the loser 
182 pounds. Exterminator came from behind and 
would have won in another stride. 

In the Philadelphia handicap at Havre de Grace 
Exterminator carried 129 pounds and won at 1 1-16 
miles from Paul Jones (6), 109; Fair Phantom (4), 
107 ; Irish Kiss (8), 108; Comic Song (4), 106, and 
Rouleau (6), 107. Exterminator got off well, and 
then was placed by McAtee behind the leaders. 
Comic Song led to the stretch, with Fair Phantom 
forcing the pace and looking all over the winner. 
Paul Jones made his move inthe stretch and then 
came along “Old Bones” from fourth place. He 
and Paul Jones had it ding-dong down the stretch 
on even terms. Then Paul Jones weakened a trifle 
and “Old Bones” kept right on to win by a neck. 
Exterminator was a top-heavy favorite over the 
field at 4-5. 

So Exterminator, not 80 much of a turf aristo- 
crat as Man o’ War, has worked hard for his win- 
nings during seven strenuous years of campalign- 
ing, during which he has dodged no man's horse 
and has run at all distances and under all condl- 
tions. 

And in this probably lies the reason why the rac- 
ing public Is rooting for “Old Bones” to pass 
“Red's” record. 

A great horse fs as hard to define with exactness 
as a gentleman. But he must have speed, and he 
must have courage. He must be able to carry right 
and to go a distance. He must have Intelligence. 
He must be consistent in performance. He must 
be willing to do his best always. He should have 
a good disposition, an equable temperament, a 
sound body and a rugged constitution. And, above 
all, he must have that tndefinable something called 
class—the quality which enables the stake horse to 
look the plater In the eye and go on to win. 

Exterminator has these qualities—and every one 
of them. 

“To say that the defeat of Exterminator In the 
Old Dominior was a bitter disappointment to the 
crowd that cheered him for his herotc fatlure, is 
putting It mildly,” says an account of the race. 
“Cheer after cheer rent the alr as he paraded to 
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Inventor In Hard Luck. 
Philadelphia | did you ever hear 40,000 people cheer-

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the post. Encouragement roared from the throats 
of those that had pinned their faith to him and 
those that had wagered against him, as he fought 
valiantly through the last eighth and barely failed 
to get up.” Rs 

“While the stands fairly thundered with cheers 
Exterminator came back again to victory at Havre 
de Grace today in the Philadelphia handicap,” says 
the official report. “Winners and losers alike 
joined in the riotous applause for the success of 
one of the most popular idols of the American turf. 
Beginning his seventh year of endeavor in the turf, 
this marvelous old son of McGee and Fair Empress 
is now on his way to be the greatest money win- 
ning thoroughbred of American turf history.” 

Though Exterminator seems likely to achieve the 
distinction of having won more money than any 
other horse In turf history, he is still a long, long 
way from being the largest winner of races. That 
hard-earned distinction probably belongs to the 
American horse Kingston. He started 138 times, 
won 89 races, was second 84 times, third 11 times 
and unplaced only four times. His earnings were 
$188,917. This is a truly wonderful record in Its 
high percentage of winning performances and its 
low percentage of “also rans.” 

Among all the great money winning horses of the 
British turf, the quest for one like Kingston or 
Exterminator {s in vain. In a list of 150 that show 
the largest earnings. not one has run as many races 
as “Old Bones” has already run. Rataplan stands 
out among them with his record of 71 starts and 
41 winning performances. He was nine times sec- 
ond, five times third and 16 times unplaced. Of 
the horses that won $100,000 or more in England 
Tristan was the leading winner of races. He start- 
ed 53 times, was 29 times first, 12 times second, 6 
times third and 6 times unplaced. His earnings 
were $126,306. 

The American turf boasts 26 horses that have 
run more than 100 races, and this count does not 
go back to the brave days of old, but Is limited to 
the period since the Civil war. Bad News was the 
busiest race horse of record. He started 185 times, 
winning 54 races and $47,823. The famous mare, 
Imp, started 171 times and won 62 races and $70,- 
000, Jack Atkin, whose progeny are now running 
and winning, started 136 times and won 56 races 
and $85,130. Banquet’s score was 166 starts, 62 
wins and $118,535. 

In the meantime a new money-winning star has 
appeared upon the horizon—Zev, winner of the 
Kentucky Derby and the Withers, the Paumonok 
and the Rainbow. He 1s a three-year-old son of 
The Finn—Miss Kearney, has won four out of his 
five starts this year and belongs to Harry F. Sin- 
clair, the of] man, who races under the name of the 
Rancocas stable. Zev won $25,665 as a two-year-old 
and his winnings this year already total $79,800, 
so ve har a $104,465 start toward the money-win- 
ning championship at this writing. Moreover he !s 
in the hands of the “wizard trainer,” Sam Hil- 
dreth, under whom the Rancocas stable has alreudy 
won In 24 days of racing over $140,000 and was 
the leading American winner in 1921 and 1922. 

Zev apparently has the speed to go to the front 
quickly in any fleld. He led all the way in the 
Kentucky Derby and ran the mile and a quarter in 
2:06 2-5, with 126 pounds up, winning by one and 
one-half lengths from a field of 21 horses. 


1:37 2-5, the fastest time for a three-year-old ever 
recorded at Belmont.

l. His Name. (John 1:42). 

Vhe name which he bore when in- 
troduced to Christ was Simon, which 
means “hearing.” But Jesus gave him 
a new name—“Peter,” which means 
“rock.” This showed what he was to 
become. 

li. His Cali... (John 1:41, 42). 

His brother Andrew brought him to 
Christ. This brought him into fellow- 
ship with the Lord. From ordinary 
discipleship he was called to special 
ministry (Luke 5:10). From being a 
fisherman he was called to catch men. 

Ill, Peter’s Character, : 

1. Sincere. What Peter was at 











heart could be read on his face. He 
was free from duplicity. People could 
understand = hii. Because of this 


characteristic they could tell when he 
was iying. Yet even when people 
knew he was. in error they could be- 
lieve in him. He seems to have been 
ignorant of the word “diplomacy.” 

2. Prompt. He had the ability to 
decide and act quickly, as the occa- 
sion demanded. This made him a real 
leader, His action at the empty tomb 
was an example of his promptitude. 
John outran Peter, but Peter was the 
first to enter the tomb. When Corne- 
lius sent for him at Joppa he respond- 
ed without delay. 

3. Courageous. While Peter played 
the coward sometimes, tie was for the 
most part a brave man. No doubt it 
was through cowardice that he dented 
the Lord, but it was his courage that 
brought him to follow the Lord into 
the palace of the high priest. 

4. Intense. He felt keenly and 
acted with vigor. Whether right or 
wrong, what he did he did with all 
his might.. When he preached it was 
with passion. No finer example’ of 
burning eloquence can be found than 
his Pentecostal sermon. 

IV. Peter’s Confession of Christ 
(Matt. 16:13-18, 21-23). 

The disciples had been with the 
Lord for several years. They had 
heard His mighty words and seen His 
mighty works. Various opinions were 
extant about Him. It was now neces- 
sary for them to have a definite con- 
ception of Him. The Master-Teacher 
knew the necessity of having the dis- 
ciples get the right conception of Him- 
self. 

1. What it Was (v. 16). It involved 
His Messiahship—“The Christ,” and 
deity—"Son of the living God.” This 
is the burning question today. Those 
who have the right conception of 
Christ's person and mission have no 
trouble in the realms of science, philos- 
ophy or ethics. 

2. Christ’s Commendation (v. 17). 
He pronounced him blessed. Truly he 
was blessed, for he both possessed and 
confessed the Christ. The evidence 
that Peter was blessed was that he 
was in spiritual touch with the Father 
in Heaven. 

3. Peter’s Blessing (v. 18). Christ 
declared that he should be the founda- 
tlon stone in His church. Christ is the 
chief cornerstone on which the church 
{s built. Christ’s person and Messiah- 
ship was confessed by Peter, and on 
this rock is laid the toundation of 
apostles and prophets (Eph. 2:20). 
All believers are living stones of this 
| house (I Peter 2:5). 

Vv. Peter’s Restoration (John 21 :15- 
17). 

Peter grievously sinned {n denying 
the Lord, but he made a confession, 
| shedding bitter tears of penitence over 
his sin and folly. The Lord tenderly 
|dealt with His erring disciple and re 
stored him. In this restoration He 
brought to Peter’s mind the essential 
qualification for his ministry. Love is 
the pre-eminent gift for Christ's serv- 
| ice. To impress this upon him, he 
| three times asked the question, “Lovest 
[thou me?” Three classes of people 
| were to be served: (1) Those be 
ginning the Christian life—‘FKeed my 
jlambs.” (2) The mature Christians— 
i“Shepherd my sheep.” The shepherd 
| needs to protect and feed the sheep.

Impetus to the careful crossing 
campaign now being carried on by 
the railroads will be given in Cali- 
fornia after August 31, when the 
new California Motor Vehicle Act} 
passed by the last legislature be- | 
comes effective. The new law pro-| 
vides that operators of all motor 
vehicles carrying passengers for | 
hire, school buses and motor trucks 
carrying explosives or inflammables, | 
must come to a completé stop be-| 
fore crossing the tracks of any} 
steam raiiroad or of any interurban} 
or suburban electric railwa. 

These provisions of the act are 
included in Section 133, and a pen-| 
alty of a fine of not exceeding $500; 
or of imprisonment for not exceed: | 
ing six months or both is provided 
for violations of the section. | 

Operators of the vehicles mention- 
ed in the section must bring their 
machines to a stop within not less 
than ten feet nor more than 50 feet 
from the nearest rail of the track 
being approached, and then look and | 
listen for approaching trains.
